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Western Parade Added As Feature 
Of 24th Annual Porterville Rodeo 


PORTERVILLE — A western 
parade has been added as a 
feature of Porterville’s annual 
rodeo, with horseback riders, 
bands, floats and special entries 
to move through the downtown 
Porterville business area at 10 
a.m., Saturday, May 29. 

The RCA-approved, world 
championship rodeo is coming 
up the evenings of May 28 and 
29 in the Rocky Hill arena, east 
of Porterville, under sponsorship 
of Porterville Jaycees. Grand 
entry both nights is at 8 p.m. 

Marshall Searcy, parade 
chairman, states that 13 
divisions have been set up, 
including bands, baton groups, 
solo baton twirlers, horse-drawn 
vehicles, large mounted groups 
(five or more riders), small 
mounted ‘grops (three or four 
riders), costumed riders, 
horseless carriages, decorated 
bicycles, a general division and a 
commercial division. 

Awards will go for first, 
second and third places in each 
division, except commercial, 
where a plaque will go to the 
best commercial entry. There is 
no charge to enter the parade; all 
participants will receive passes 
for the Saturday night rodeo. 

Tieing in with the parade, and 
with the Porterville Rodeo, will 
be merchants and community 
residents generally, who will “go 
Western” during the week that 
starts May 24.

“NO MORE PASSENGER SERVICE? 
WELL, SO WHATI 


We have heard enough of the silly conversation that continuation 
Of passenger train service is imperative to future prosperity in the 
‘San Joaquin valley, and that agriculture, industry, recreation - and 
We suppose motherhood - all hinge on continuation of money-losing, 
xpensive. and virtually unused passenger trains. 

Without getting into what a more aggressive and enlightened 
policy by railroaders might have done to preserve passenger train 
service, the facts of the case are that trains through the San Joaquin 
Valley. jammed with passengers 20 years ago, are now running with 
empty seats all over the place while folks who used to ride the train 
now prefer cars, busses, and airlines. 

Nostalgia and, Americana notwithstanding, the day of the 
passenger train in the wide open spaces has passed. What with the 
government setting up Railpax to get railroads back on a paying 
basis, and what with a substantial subsidy necessary if empty 
= passenger trains are to be kept running, the time has come to look at 
the reality of profitable operation rather than at sentimental ~ 
memories of the Iron Horse. 

It makes no sense, and certainly folks in the agricultural areas of 
the far west should understand this, to use over-priced freight rates 
and tax money to subsidize a service that fewer and fewer persons

Trees, 
shrubs, and ground cover had all 
blended together in a beautiful 
tangled mess. At the same time 
it was interesting because we 
kept finding things we had 
forgotten about - stepping 
stones, a bird bath, some 
dogwood trees, and a nineteen 
thirty seven Ford. We halfway 
expected to find a lost child or 
two because there appeared to 
be a rambling trail of toys but 
evidently they made it out all 
right. 

Now the problem is what to 
put back in the bare spots. We're 
tempted to plant tomatoes and 
bell peppers so the rabbits will 
have something to nibble on but 
we may have to keep the 
ecological balance by adding 
some onions for the gophers to 
devour. On the other hand we 
may cover the whole area with 
bird netting which we sell at the 
nursery and keep all the beasts 
out. 

One thing for certain the 
weather is cool enough for 
enjoyable gardening. 

The shrubs are not yet dry 
and dusty which is an ideal time 
for pruning and shaping plants 
without getting an eyeful of dirt. 
It is also a good time to survey 
your garden needs and get them 
planted before summer. Come 
by soon to ““E” Street just North 
of Olive for experienced advice 
and all your garden needs.
